DUE TO SOMETHING OR OTHER we 
have erred. The CWNA contest 
rules for a design of a new 
medal described the present 
shape as hexagon, not as the 
octagon, so to be sure that 
all possible contestants are 
correctly informed the rules 
are restated below. 

1. Competition is open to all 
except judging committee 
and immediate families. 

2. The design for one side 
(obverse) of a medal shall 

a) include any material of 
local or historic inte¬ 
rest pertaining to the 
Colorado-Wyoming area. 

b) include specific refer¬ 
ence to centennial year 
of Colorado's statehood 

c) be suitable for repro¬ 
duction on a medal app¬ 
roximately one and one- 
half inches in diameter 

d) be suitable for use with 
the present/slightly 
modified CWNA (octagon) 
medal as reverse. 

3. The contestant shall sub¬ 
mit one design (8 1/2 X 
11, black on white) 

4. All entries must be in 
the hands of the judging 
committee ,by Sept.1,1973 
and become property of 
CWNA. 

5. Entries will be judged 
on suitability for medal 
use, application of cen¬ 
tennial theme and artis¬ 
tic design/ balance and 
decision of the judges 
will be final. 

6. The entry declared winn¬ 
er will receive $250 but 
should no entry be found 
suitable, no award will 
be given.

VIETNAM TOKENS 


BOY

% REVERSE 


THERE ARE undoubtedly hund¬ 
reds of different varieties 
of military tokens that orig¬ 
inated out of Vietnam. For 
almost 100 yrs. military to¬ 
kens have been in use. First 
they were primarily used as 
a form of credit, but in re¬ 
cent years they have been 
used in vending machines, 
jxike boxes, one-armed ban¬ 
dits and various amusement 
machines. 

Since personnel stationed in 
Vietnam are paid in Military 
Payment Certificates (MPC), 
which cannot be used to op¬ 
erate machines and since the 
use of U.S. currency/coin of 
any kind is forbidden, the 
use of tokens to operate the 
machines became a necessity. 
To my knowledge a reasonably 
complete listing of these to 
kens issued for Vietnam has 
not been completed. Once it 
is I believe you will find 
that there will be scarce is 
sues. 

Some of these tokens are un¬ 
doubtedly made in the United 
States, but by far a major¬ 
ity of them were made by the 
Seeburg Co. of Tokyo, Japan 
cind carry an "S" trade mark 
in a small diamond-shaped 
form. The size of the tokens 
usually are as follows: 

21 mm 5 cents 
18 mm 10 cents 
24 mm 25 cents 

Most of the tokens are brass 
but some are plated brass to 
look like white metal.

CAN YOU READ the reverse of 
a dollar bill? On the rever¬ 
se of your dollar bill you 
will find a seal with a pic¬ 
ture of the American bald 
eagle. Here is an explana¬ 
tion of what it symbolizes: 

Above the eagle's head is a 
"glory" containing 13 stars. 
The eagle's breast holds a 
shield with 13 stripes— the 
s 3 nnbol of a united nation. 
The right claws hold an 
olive branch with 13 leaves, 
representing peace, and the 
left a bundle of 13 arrows, 
symbolizing war. The head of 
the eagle is turned toward 
the olives, indicating a de¬ 
sire for peace. The words 
and symbols in thirteens rep¬ 
resent the original thirteen 
states. The top of the 
shield is said to represent 
Congress, and the head of 
the bald eagle to represent 
the executive brainch,and the 
nine tail feathers represent 
the judiciary- The Latin 
motto on a ribbon held in 
the beak of the Eagle 
"E Pluribus Unum" means "Out 
of fflciny. One". On the left 
side of the bill is an unfin¬ 
ished pyramid, a symbol of 
material strength and a goal 
of perfection. Above the py¬ 
ramid is a "glory" or burst 
of light with an eye inside 
a triangle, representing the 
eternal eye of God, and plac 
ing the spiritual above the 
material. At the top and 
ciround the edge, in Latin,is 
the motto "Annuit Coeptis," 
meaning, "He Has Favored Our 
Undertakings." The base of 
the pyramid bears the numer¬ 
als MDCCLXXVI, or 1776, and 
below is the motto "Novus 
Ordo Seclorum," or "A New 
Order of the Ages." 

How many times have you look 
ed at a reverse of a dollar 
bill and wondered vjhat it 
all meant?
